Plea For 
Safe Driving 


Is Issued 


A joint plea for safe and 
sober driving during the up- 
coming Thanksgiving holiday 
was voiced by Governor Geor- 
ge Wallace and State Public 
Safety Director Colonel E. C. 
Dothard. 

Governor Wallace said that 
all too often, what starts out 
to be a carefree, joyful family 
outing, ends up in heartbreak 
and tragedy because of a care- 
less act on someone’s part. 

Public Safety records re- 
veal that 350 rural traffic col- 
lisions occurred during the 
four-day holiday period last 
year, resulting in 205 injuries 
and 19 deaths. 

The official traffic count 
this year begins at 6:00 p.m., 
Wednesday, the 2lst, and ends 
midnight, Sunday, the 25th. 

Colonel Dothard said, ‘‘Tho- 
ughtlessness and discourtesy 
will not be tolerated on our 
highways this Thanksgiving. 
Every available Trooper will be 
assigned to patrol duty, and,’’ 
he continued, ‘‘I have instruc- 
ted them to be especially alert 
for discourteous acts and haz- 
ardous violations such as 
speeding and drinking, which 
are consistently our leading 
killers. Also, widespread use 
of radar and vascar speed tim- 
ing devices are planned.’’ 

Governor Wallace said, ‘‘I 
wholeneartedly support Colonel 
Dothard in this endeavor, and 
I am asking everyone to do his 
part by exercising courtesy and 
common sense.”’

Dear Mr. Cox, 


Richard Nixon does notim- 
press the public as a man with 
high morals and integrity. He 
is not a lovable character, 
having little chrisma. His first 
administration was good, but 
not outstanding. 

After receiving an over- 
whelming majority in the last 
election, he ceased making de- 
cisions for political purposes. 
For the first time in my life- 
time, I saw a President mak- 
ing wise, mature, and intell- 
igent decisions in the interest 
of the welfare of this Country, 
completely disregarding all 
pressure groups. Nixon was 
to be the greatest President 
of this century, if not for all 
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time. He had for assistants 
two intelligent capable men of 
the highest integrity, dedicated 
as public servants to carry out 
unselfishly the program they, 
too, knew to be best for their 
Country. They had the cool, 
calculating objective minds 
that permitted them to decline 
without remorse political re- 
quests of all kinds. Insodoing 
they unwisely handled Congre- 
ssmen abruptly and harshly, 
incurring Congressional wr- 
ath. 

The decision to play “Mis- 
sion Impossible” and break in 
Watergate was deplorable. It 
was a crime, and those doing 
it should be punished. While 
it is wrong, I cannot get ex- 
cited over someone bugging 
Lawrence O’Brian’s telephone. 
To me it is a prank of little 
more importance than a spe- 
eding ticket. A lot of people's 
sense of values are much con- 
fused to permit this to destroy 
useful lives and disrupt our 
entire Country. Both political 
parties and our Nation have had 
paid professional spies in the 
past and will continue to do so 
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in the future. 

The men were caught, they 
were tried, and sentenced. It 
was in the best interest of the 
Country that the matter end 
there. But a misguided judge, 
anxious to be hero, prosecu 
tor, and jury, refused to let 
it die and with the help of a 
zealous reporter, uncovered 
the cover up. 

As in the case of the “black” 
lie to cover for the “white” 
lie, the embezzlement to cover 
intended borrowing, the cover 
up crime was worse than the 
original. However, I believe 
95% of the politicians would, 
to some extent, attempt to hide 
a phone bugging of this kind 
when committed by a loyal 
dedicated follower. The 5% 
who would not are not worthy 
of holding public office. All 
of those covering up were un 
der terrific pressure. Many 
of them had no prior knowled 
ge of the wire tap and had the 
choice of either covering upor 
being disloyal. I have less 
respect for those who did not 
cover up 

The news media hada hey- 
day and Congress decided to 
investigate. Congress should 
never be allowed to invVesti- 
gate anything. Being a poli- 
tical group, it, like the Uni- 
ted Nations, is incapable of 
reaching animpartial decision 

It was obvious from the 
Start the committee had no 
interest in their legal purpose 
of obtaining facts for legisla- 
tion. They were interested in 
getting revenge on Haldeman 
and Ehrlichman, embarrassing 
the President, and getting the 
maximum personal TV expos- 
ure. Drunk with power, they 
publicly reprimanded witness- 
es for what they thought, and 
even ridiculed others for what 
they thought they thought. 
Thest stupid questions will 
forever be a monument to how 
low it is possible for a Demo- 
cracy to sink. 

Nixon, stunned by the public 
reaction, abandoned all pre- 
tense at statesmanship and 
very foolishly made a political 
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nomination for Attorney Gen- 
eral, Elliott, a Harvard in- 
tellectual, could fill no place 
in the administration of a sta 
tesman. I am convinced that 
nothing good can come out of 
Harvard. 

Before confirming Elliott, 
Congress resorted tothe cheap 
trick of blackmail and forced 
the appointment of Archibald 
Cox as Special Prosecutor 
Archibald, a Kennedy Demo 
crat, employed eighty lawyers, 
many of whom were Harvar 
dites and spent millions of dol- 
lars trying to harrass the Pre- 
sident 

Failing to come up withany 
proof of any kind, and unable 
to secure any indictments, he, 
in desperation, subpoenaed the 
confidential papers of the White 
House 

If there is anything in this 
Country that should be confi- 
dential, it is the records and 
actions of our President. Nei- 
ther Congress, the courts, nor 
Archibald should ever, under 
any circumstances, be per- 
mitted to have access to con- 
fidential White House files 

Nixon, again reacting to 
public pressure, made a politi- 
cal and foolish decision to re- 
lease certain tapes. His con- 
tinued compromising destroys 
any image of statesmanship 
His discharging of Archibald 
partially corrected a prior 
mistake, but his present no- 
minations all seem to be poli- 
tical compromises 

After months of investiga- 
tion, millions of spent dollars, 
and many ruined lives, the in- 
vestigators have been most 
successful in ruining the repu- 
tation of our President without 
proving a single wrong-doing. 
They have done enough damage 
to last a century 

Public cofifidence can be 
restored to the Presidency, but 
only after those cheap politi- 
cians attempting to destroy it 
cease their attack. Itherefore 
beg Congress to either impeach 
the President, or shut up, and 
the news media should follow 
a similar course. 

In checking with everyday 
common-sense businessmen 
who do not rely on the news 
media for making their deci- 
sions, I find more of them 
have leanings in this direction 
than toward the intellectual 
viewpoint which has been over- 
ly publicized. You owe it to 
your readers to present a bal- 
ance of viewpoints.

tten me of their concern. 

I cannot understand why 
there should be a need for a 
change in a program which is 
so well liked by farmers onthe 
one hand and which provides 
the world with an important 
source of inexpensive, but 
vital protein on the other. 

It would appear to me from 
a reading of these regulations 
that they are a deliberate att- 
empt by the Agriculture De- 
partment to build up consider- 
able surpluses of peanuis aft 
the very time when we have 
been successfully reducing the 
surpluses created by previous 
crop years. Theonly rationale 
I can perceive for such a fool- 
ish action is so that enemies 
of the peanut program within 
the Administration can use next 
year's surpluses as anattempt 
to scandalize the program in 
the public eye. As you know, 
a similar fate befell our cot- 
ton program in recent years. 

Further, it should be made 
clear that individuals, such 
as widows living on fixed in- 
comes, rely on the transfer or 
lease oftheir peanut allotments 
as an important, sometimes a 
majority, source of their in- 
come. The new regulations 
which prohibit the transfer or 
lease of these allotments can 
only increase the welfare rolls 
and make more people depen- 
dent on such programs for their 
sustenance. This is a cruel 
and foolish action. 

The Chairman of our Senate 
Committee on Agriculture and 
Forestry, Senator Herman 
Talmadge of Georgia, along 
with Chairman W. R. Poage, 
of the House Agriculture Com- 
mittee, and Speaker of the 
House Carl Albert, have indi- 
cated in a recent letter to Ag- 
riculture Secretary Earl Butz 
that they will not be black- 
mailed by these regulations 
into passing legislation which 
is against the best interests 
of American peanut farmers. 
I endorse and stand withthese 
three distinguished public ser- 
vants in this regard. 

Frankly, Icanseeno chance 
at this time that the legislation 
which the Administration has 
sent to Congress will receive 
any serious attention by our 
Committee until such time as 
the new regulations are modi- 
fied. In addition, I see no val- 
id reason why the present sup- 
port program should be chang- 
ed at all. On the other hand, 
in the event that the Adminis- 
tration should meet in good 
faith with leaders among the

Crop and Livestock Reporting 
Service gives the following 

information: 

POULTRY: 

During the week of Novem- 
ber 4-10, Alabama growers pl- 
aced 7,225,000 broiler chicks. 
This is 12% abovethe previous 
week, but 1% below the com- 
parable week a year ago. 

Alabama hatcherymen set 
9,925,000 broiler-type eggs 
during the week above. The 
total set is 3% above the pre- 
vious week, but 3% below the 
comparable week a year ago. 

During 1973, total poultry 
slaughtered and inspected was 
254,040; in 1972, the number 
was 268,968. 

DAIRY: 

During October 1973, Ala- 

ma dairymen produced 74 
million pounds of milk. This 
was up 1% from September, 
but the same as October 1972. 

Production per cow was 660 
pounds; 10 pounds above Sep- 
tember and 45 pounds above 
October of 1972. 

Sixteen percent protein da- 
iry feed was up $5.00 per ton 
from September, and $43.00 
above October 1972. 
vegetables; 

Production of fresh market 
Snap beans, sweet cornand wa- 
termelons for 1973 is estima- 
ted at 1,305,000 hundredweight. 
This production is 10% below 
last year and 2% below 1971. 
Acres harvested and expected 
to be harvested for the three 
crops above and tomatoes are 
forecast at 29,250 acres, 2% 
above last year’s acreage and 
20% above 1971. 

Production of 1973 snap beans 
is estimated at 25,000 hundred- 
weight, 10% less than last ye- 

*s crop but 3% above 1971. 

The 1973 sweet corn produc- 
tion at 204,000 cwt. is 17% less 


mated at 520,000 cwt., 6% less 
than last year but 76% above 
1971. 

Alabama watermelon prod- 
uction is expected at 1,066,000 
cwt., 8% less than the 1972 crop 
and 7% below 1971.

6.07. Qualificatons of Judges. 

Judges of the supreme court, courts of 
appeals, circuit court and district court shall be 
licensed to practice law in this state and have 
such other qualifications as the legislature ne 
prescribe. Judges of the probate court shall 
have such qualifications as may be provided by 
law 

6.08. Prohibited Activites 

(a) No tudae of any court of this state shall 
during his continuance in office, engage in the 

wactice of law of receive any remuneration for 
is judicial service except the salary and 
allowances authorized by law 

(b) No judge, except a judge of a probate 
court, shall seek of accept any non-judicial 
elective office, or hold any other office of public 
trust, excepting service in the military forces of 
the state or federal governments 

(c) The supreme court shall adopt rules of 
conduct and canons of ethics, not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Constitution, for the 
judges of all courts of this state 

6.09. Judicial Compensation 

(a) A state judicial compensation commis- 
sion is hereby created which shall recommend 
the salary und expense allowances to be paid 
from the state treasury for ail the judges of this 
state except for judges of the probate court. The 
commission shall consist of five members, one 
shall be appointed by the governor, one by the 
president of the senate, one by the speaker of 
the house, and two by the governing body of the 
Alabuma State Bar 

(b) Members of the judicial compensation 
commission shall serve for terms of four years 
Any vacancy on the commission shall be filled 
in the same manner in which such position was 
originally filled.

(¢) No member of the commission shall hold 
any other public office, or office in any political 
purty, and no member of the commission shall 
be eligible for appointment to a state judicial 
office so long as he is a member of the 
commission and for two years thereafter 

(d) The commission may submit a report to 
the legislature ut any time within the first five 
calendar days of uny session. The recommen- 
dations of the commission shall become liw 
unless rejected by a joint resolution or altered 
by act of the legislature at the session to which 
the report is submitted. The compensation of a 
judge shall not be diminished during his official 
term 

6.10. Administration 

The chief justice of the supreme court shall 
be the administrative head of the judicial 
system. He shall uppoint an administrative 
director of courts and other needed personnel to 
assist him with his administrative tasks. The 
chief justice may assign ippellate justices und 
judges to any appellate court for temporsr 
service and trial judges. supernumerary j 
and judges, and retired trial judges und 
appellate judges for temporary servic 
court.

Recent studies have shown 
that a few large meals a day 
may be linked with high blood 
fat levels and when combined 
with high calorie in-take and 
little activity, this pattern can 
lead to problems.

Last week, while many people 
were enjoying the remains of 
their Thanksgiving turkey, and 
the last part of the Alabama 
LSU football game, eleven 
members of the Elba Rescue 
Squad were in the woods sear- 
ching for a missing hunter. 

The hunter, John David 
Cotter, of New Brockton, had 
left his home early Thursday 
morning to go hunting in the 
vicinity of the Sne Ilgrove Mill 
Community; and when he had not 
returned by afternoon, his fam 
ily contacted the New Brockton 
Police Department. They in 
turn called the Elba Rescue 
Squad to help - and from about 
7:30 Thanksgiving evening until 
2:00 a.m. Friday morning, these 
men - and members of the Ent- 
erprise Rescue Squad - were 
combing the woods for the mis- 
sing man. 

At that wee hour, tired and 
hungry, the searchers decided 
to call it quits until the next 
day. Also a heavy fog had 
settled in the area.. 

One member of the Elba Res- 
cue Squad said he ‘‘crawled in 
bed about 3:30 a.m.’’ 

Early Friday morning they 
were at it again and continued 
until approximately 10:30a.m,'- 
when their search came to an 
end. Cotter had been found -
